Mr.  Cha-iman,  Mrs.  Needham  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  .umual  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December  1954. 

/iS  is.  always  the  case  where  siaall  populations  are  involved,  the  Vital 
Statistics  tend  to  show  rela-tively  large  svrlngs.  This  makes  deductions  from 
these  figures  difficxxlt  and  misleading.  Generally  speeliing  it  is  safer  to  pay 
attention  only  to  the  numbers  in  each  category  and  ignore  the  rates,  though  the 
rates  must,  of  course,  be  used  mhen  compariscns  with  other  areas  are  to  be  made. 

The  vital  statistics,  are  generally  sa.tisfactory.  It  is  perhaps  worth 
noting  that  over  25°/o  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  people  over  the  age  of  80.  sm¬ 
other  feature  worth  pointing  out  is  the  sharp  drop  in  the  incidence  of  notifiable 
infectious  disease. 

In  conclusion  I  must  thank  the  Council  for  their  continued  interest  and 
support  and  their  officials  for  their  courteous  co-operation.
